THE FIGHTING AT LENS. 


British Headquarters in France, June 
29.—^(By the Associated Press.)—Under 
cover of an intense artillerj^ bonibardent 
which stretched from well to the north 
of Lens to the north bank of the river 
Scarpe, the British snccessfuliy carried 
out last night several oj)erations again 
at the German lines and positions com- 
prised within what may be termed the 
Arras battle front. Both north and south- 
west of Lens there was good hard fighting 
and the German situation within 
the 
great French mining city was made much 
precarious. Among the priso.iers brouglit 
in one of the most pathetic figures was 
R wounded Pole, who said he had recently 
been in Germany on leave, and where he 
had heard absolutely nothing regarding 
the fighting on the western front. He had 
returned to the ircnclies with the ho])e 
that the situation had improved, but said 
he had heard only that the German 
losses had been extremely heavy and 
were growing daily. 


Viewed from the eastern slope of the 
A'^imy ridge, which is now overgrown 
with green weeds and wild flowers, in- 
cluding brilliant red poppies, the bom- 
bardment which covered the attacks was 
a brilliant spectacle.

Wa.shington, June 30.—Railway offi- 
cials estimated today tlmt eastern rail- 
roads will receive an increase of about 4 
per cent in gro.ss revenues through the 
decision of the interstate commerce com- 
ihission, suspending the proposed 15 per 
cent freight rate raise, i.ut granting in- 
creases in class rates. 


Estimating that one-fourth of freight 
moves under class rate.s, the added reve- 
nue for lines east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers, 
will be approximately .'550,000,000 a year. 
As the commission re-aj)proved recent 
higher tariffs on coal, coke and iron ore 
in this district, they estimated 
that 
would add about $25.000,000. 


Western lines by being permitted to 
make increases on coal, will probably 
realize an increase of less than 1 per cent 
on gross receipts. 


Southern lines by the rule permitting 
rail and water carriers to bring rates to

ment of policy in which it declared that 
several lines operating in the southeast

amount will be comparatively fimall. 


The southern roads will also share in 
higher rates on coal, coke and iron ore,

"In the southern district the

posed Increased rates on coal are on 
the basis of 15 per cent, with a max- 
imum of 15 cents a ton.

with a minimum of 15 cents per ton.

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DENYING RATE INCREASE. 


The interstate commerce commission, after 
prolonged and thorough hearings that went 
minutely into transportation 
matters, 
has 
denied the petition of the railways of the 
country for a horizontal increase of freight 
rates. Certain class increases are alloAved and 
there are other differentiations affecting ter- 
ritory, but the straight-line boost of ail rates 
so as to make a 15 per cent, increase of rail- 
way revenues is put aAvay for the time. 


The commission announces that painstak- 
ing investigation has shown the railroads to 
be enjoying a sound prosperity. 
Last year 
M'as the greatest twelve-month in the history 
^f American railways. Earnings and net rev- 
enues were far beyond any previous figures 
ior a year. 
Hence the commission does not 
believe that at this time there is warrant for 
mulcting the commerce of the country mil- 
lions upon millions to meet a situation the rail- 
roads have claimed but have failed to show 
exists. 
Underlying the demand for increase 
of rates was the eight-hour law, though the 
roads at the beginning of the year asserted 
the unprecedented rise of costs affecting prac- 
tically everything entering into the operation 
of railways had resulted in cutting down net 
revenues in spite of the fact that the trans- 
portation business was at a tide never before 
known. 


Now, says the commission after going far 
into the question, it is found that the lugu- 
briousness of the rail managers and interests 
as to the effect of rising costs was not well 
based, that the increase of expense has not de- 
stroyed earnings and that on the contrary the 
roads are in the midst of a great prosperity. 
The railroads, unlike most other interests, arc 
touched by the war mainly to their good. Mov- 
ing troops and munitions makes business ajid 
the roads have all they can do and soon arc 
i, lely to have more than they can do. 
And 
1-1 that lies one of the concomitants of the 
(;aim to increase of rates. The roads have in- 
sisted that to perform their whole duty to the 
government and acquit themselves in a truly 
patriotic way they must have the means to 
improve and increase trackage and equipment. 
The interstate commerce commission does not 
view the situation in that light. Indeed, that 
body asserts that the railways have the means 
to proceed with anything that they may find 
it necessary to do for the enlargement and 
perfection of service to meet the normal re- 
quirements of the country's business and the 
exigencies of war. 


Of course the railroads are disappointed. 
They- have labored with great diligence for a 
quarter year to impress the interstate com- 
merce commission and the general public as 
well with the vital necessity of rate increases 
if the country's transportation were to be 
made answerable to all emergencies of bus- 
iness and the national welfare. The reverse- 
just encountered is not, however, without con- 
solations. The issues are not settled for good 
and all, as in the case of a suit adjudicated in 
the highest courts. There can be a new ap- 
peal to the same authority and there is in the 
statement of the commission a suggestion that 
the matter may be reopened later for the dis- 
covery of reasons why freight rates should 
then be increased. 


The railroads have not had matters their 
own way in the presentation of this case to 
the commission. 
Shippers have given testi 
mony in huge volume and commercial bodies, 
trade associations and organized interests of 
one kind and another in great numbei-s have 
strongly protested to the commission against 
the increase proposed. The railroads are not 
out of court. 
Their case is in suspension. It 
may be they can prove it next time.

j and labor tot Red Cross work. We'believe if 
these fully icnderstood how 
vital 
the 
Red 
Cross work is^to the national defense and how 
indispensable ut is to hundreds of thousands 
of helpless and starving women and children 
in Europe thene would be a vast increase of 
Red Cross enlisitments here. 


This is a consecrated war service. It does 
not take mau}^ persons away from home. The 
field branch of the service must be supported 
by the people < who remain at home or can do 
little.

The 
Hohenzollerns 
are 
the 
least 
ancient of all the reigning families 
connected with the Germanic confed- 
eration. 
Of the five kingdoms—that 
is, Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, Hanover 
and 
Württemberg, 
and 
twenty-one 
other sovereign states, varying from 
grand 
duchies to 
principalities—the 
Hohenzollerns are the least old in rule, 
the least reputable in point of historic 
contact, and the least identified with 
any idea of divine sovereignty. 


A comparative estimate of the Haps- 
burgs of Austria, the Wettins of Sax- 
ony, the Wittlebachs of Bavaria, the 
Guelphs of Hanover and of Bruns- 
wick, reveals the fact that the Hohen- 
zollerns have, as one historian puts it, 
'the aspect of a family of attorneys 
enriched by chicanery, who have set- 
tled among ancient territorial nobil- 
ity." 
That is to say, of course, that 
there is in Germany, and even in Prus- 
sia, little of that respect for the Hohen- 
zollerns 
which 
is instinctively 
and 
normally given to really 
illustrious 
families, such as the Wittlebachs, the 
Wettins, 
the 
Hapsburgs, 
and 
the 
Guelphs. 
In spite of the forced loy- 
alty to the hero of the black mous- 
taches on the part of those Germans 
who know of 
the 
higher 
idealism, 
which is not "kultur" as we have be- 
gun to understand it—in spite of the 
fevered worship of the mas.ses who 
are neithei'able nor Intelligent enough 
to recognize the essential qualities of 
true royalty, there remains 
a 
very 
great portion of the German people 
who know within themselves that the 
wicked brood of the ruling dynasty is 
invested rather with divine darkness 
than divine light and right of kings. 


The fact is, the history of the Hohen- 
zollerns is not a pi-etty one. 
It is not 
romantic; it possesses none 
of 
the 
amiable folk-lore beauty which one 
finds 
in the annals of other 
ruling 
families. 
Even the most subservient 
of paid chroniclers conceal with poor 
cunning the methods by which the old 
robber barons and lords of Burkhard- 
ing gradually by marriage, purchase, 
force and infinite and intricate fraud, 
lifted themselves out of questionable 
obscui-ity, first into counts of Hohen- 
zollerns, then into Nuremburg 
Bur- 
graves, Brandenburg Margraves, into 
prince electors of Brandenburg, into 
kings of Prussia, and finally into Ger- 
man emperors! 


Hate,, conceit, lies, false oaths, care- 
lessness of the rights of others, cruel- 
ty by choice, deception by studied in- 
tention—and the long line of petty and 
despicable iniquities incarnadined by 
hapless slaughter and hopeless wick- 
edness and selfishness, made possible 
by cruel cunning—have marked 
the 
rise of this family to reigning power. 
In a way the chief characteristic of the 
line aside from Its intolerable 
dis- 
regard for the lives and rights of oth- 
ers has been its failure to keep its 
pacts where it was selfishly advant- 
ageous to do otherwise. 
Treaties have 
always been mere "scraps of paper;" 
immemorial rights have been dreams 
of the useless and the weak in the eyes 
of the Hohenzollerns. 
And through 
the mad lust for gain has always run 
the dark scarlet of essential wicked- 
ness in a house that would stop at no 
act, overt or concealed, which might 
further its 
individual 
and personal 
ends. 


It is said that each succeeding head 
of the house has deemed It Incumbent 
upon himself, by fair means or foul, 
by glaring ffattery 
or 
ghastly con- 
quest, to add some territory to the 
possession Of the dynasty. 
A story 
has been current for years, and is 
probably true, to the effect that dur- 
inf one of th« tnnumer«blf quiurrtls 


would give him anything. 
His arm 
must have cramped over the "scraps 
of paper" he wrote for the purpose of 
enlarging his dominions. 
And it goes 
without saying that 
he treated 
his 
peers \\:ith the contempt of a man who 
cares nothing fcr the ethics even of 
royal crooks. 


His son, Frederick 111, having won 
from the German emperor the right 
to be called "King of Prussia," by of- 
fering to furnish an army of ten thou- 
sand men, followed the traditions of 
his house by refusing to fulfill 
the 
promise. 
Concealment, 
trickery, 
treachery, lies to gain personal advan- 
tage, have been bred and inbred into 
hide-bound that the Dark Side of na- 
this "royal (-) line," until it is ob- 
vious to all 
who 
are 
not 
mentally 
hide-bound that the dark side of na- 
ture has been working for centuries 
most p o w e r f y ^ and most effectively 
through this "nobility of the shadow." 


Carlyle, who was better able, per- 
haps, than most people, to estimate 
and to discuss the lives and purposes 
of the ruling caste in Germany, having 
given many years to an intimate study 
of early continental history, has vivid- 
ly described the life of Frederick the 
Great. 
Those who 
are 
sufficiently 
curious can delve deeply into many a 
black record of infamy by reading 
from Carlyle's pages. 
One commenta- 
tor, speaking of Frederick William I, 
in this connection, remarks, "No word 
of mine could convey such an idea of 
his coarseness, and of his almost in- 
conceivable brutality and cruelty. 
He 
was only deterred 
from putting 
his 
oldest son to death, by the vigorous 
protests of the envoys of Austria, Rus- 
sia, France and Great 
Britain, 
but 
made up for it by subjecting the un- 
fortunate prince to such abominable 
treatment in "the way of corporal pun- 
ishment. imprisonment 
with 
starva- 
tion diet, and torture 
in 
compelllnsr 
him to witness the execution of his 
most intimate friends and associates, 
that 
this Hohenzollern, 
who 
after- 
wards became Fxederick 
the 
Great, 
remained to the end of his days, 
a 
starved, stunted, crippled and hardly 
human rigure, and a professed atheist. 
Abnormal in mind and 
body 
Fred- 
erick the Great violated every pledge 
he gave and broke 
every 
treaty 
to 
which he had given his signature." 


Frederick William II. his nephew 
and successor, was one of the vilest 
monarchs who ever »at upon a throne 
of Europe. 
The records of Rome and 
Carthage show nothing more revolting 
even in the libertinism and the lechery 
of a royalty gone mad with the de- 
bauchery 
that 
arises 
from 
excess 
wealth. 
He was dominated by mis- 
tresses 
without 
number. 
For 
his 
female 
favorites 
he 
violated 
every 
sacred promise, sacrificed the interests 
of his subjects, and in practical effect 
sacked the treasury of his own wanton 
government. 
So fiendish were his de- 
sires and lusts that one can easily im- 
agine how willingly his wife; Queen 
Frederica. actually gave her consent 
to his bigamous marriage to Countess 
Julia VoBs, who was created Countess 
of Ingenheim on this infamous occa- 
sion.

Mere summoned. 


Now is the time to watch the garden. 
Disease germs are at work. 
The soil 
seeks to become crusty. 
Food Expert 
F. W. Gray lays Heavy stress on these 
facts in his article on "Care for Crops," 
written for the public and presented 
through The Sentinel, 
The article fol- 
lows: 


Now that all of the gardens have 
been planted, and the crops coming 
on in good shape, there are two main 
divisions into which the work in the 
garden may be divided, cultivation 
and controlling the insects and dis- 
eases. 


Cultivation 
accomplishes 
three 
things: 


1. 
By stirring the soil, weeds are 
killed. 
Weeds use up the plant food 
which is in the soil, and which is in- 
tended for the garden crop. 


2. 
If a mulch is kept on the sur- 
face. air is permitted to penetrate to 
the roots of the plant. 
When it is 
understood that a large per cent of 
the plant food comes from the air. 
the importance of the air in the soil 
will be readily undei stood. 


3. 
Prevents evaporation 
of 
the 
moisture. 
Vegetables require large 
amounts of water, and it is therefore 
necessary to conserve all moisture 
possible if best development of the 
plants is to be expected. 


Insects. 


Insects may be grouped under two 
heads: 


1. 
Those having chewing mouth 
parts. 


2. 
Those with 
sucking 
mouth 
parts. 
The potato beetle is a good 
example of the first type. 
It eats the 
leaves. 
The aphid, or plant louse, 
is an example of the second type. 
It 
inserts its tube-like mouth through 
the surface of a leaf or stem of a 
plant and sucks the plant juices. 


To control insects with 
chewing 
mouth parts, a spray containing a 
stomach poison is necessary. 
The 
best poison for this is arsenate of 
lead. 
Use it at the rate of one-half 
ounce to a gallon of water. 


For insects with sucking mouths, 
some substance must be used which 
will kill the insects by coming into 
contact with it. 
For this a spray of 
some tobacco product, as black leaf 
No. 40, seems to give best saticfac- 
tion. 


Diseases. 


There are numerous fungus dis- 
eases which attack vegetables. When 
the plant just begins to appear un- 
healthy, examine it closely to see 
if any insect is present. 
If no insect 
is found, and the leaves are turning 
yellow and the stems begin to droop, 
it is be.st, if only a few plants are 
affected, to remove then from the 
garden and throw them away. 
Then 
apply a spray of Bordeaux mixture, 
using two and one-half ounces to one 
gallon of water. 


When both insects and 
diseases 
are present, the Bordeaux mixture 
and the arsenate of lead may be com- 
bined 
into 
one spray. 
This 
will 
save both time and labor. 
For this 
use two and one-half ounces of Bor- 
deaux mixture and one-half ounce of 
arsenate of lead to one gallon of wa- 
ter and apply with some type of 
sprayer.

Washington, D. C., J u n e 30.—Grad- 
uated war excess profits taxes Upon 
corporations, partnerships and individ- 
uals ranging f r o m 14 to 40 per cent 
and raising $730,000,000 in revenues, 
or $505,000,000 more than under the 
present law, were approved today by 
the senate finance committee in revis- 
ing the war tax bill. 
With the In- 
creased excess profits taxes, the reve- 
nue bill now totals $-,655,000,000 and 
probably will not be reduced. 


The new excess profits tax 
would 
raise 
$305,000,000 
more 
than 
the 
$200,000,000 
proposed 
In the 
house 
bill and would form nearly one-third 
of the revised revenue measure. 


The excess profit levy is designed 
in lieu of the existing tax of 8 per 
cent, on excess profits, the compromis- 
ing repeal of the present law. 
Tho 
graduated rates proposed by the com- 
mittee, exempting $5,000 in each case, 
are 12 per cent, on excess profits less 
than 15 per cent.; 16 per cent, upon 
those between

In that case it is the duty of the league 
president to take a hand, not for a ball 
player to assert his belligerency on the 
field. 


There have been many complaints about 
umpires this year, particularly in the Na- 
tional league. 
Some have been charged 
with Incompetency and even with making 
player* suffer for personal dislikes. 


This condition should not be permtttei 
to exist. 
Umpires who don't have goofdl 


judgment or who permit outside condi- 
tions to influence their decisions should 
be Immediately released. 


Scune managers have 
suggested that 
each league should have a chief of umpires 
who should go from city to city and watch 
the work of the arbiters and report to the 
league presideht. 


These visits would be secret and the 
chief would be able to get a line on the 
work of the men under him. 


It Is evident that something of this sort 
should be done so far as umpires are con- 
cerned and it is certainly necessary that 
such severe penalties be incited on pteyers 
who resort to slugging umpires that the 
practice will die out.

Fully three thousand peo- 
ple were turned away because of lack 
i>f room.

The writer of Revelation gives a list 
of those who are to be cast Into the 
lake that burns with Are and brim- 
stone, and among them are the fearful. 


Dante does not have for them a place 
of BO great an horor as this. For those 
who have lived without praise or blame 
he has a special place. They are driven 
from heaven, and hell will not receive 
them. 
They dwell on the outer edge 
of hell together with the angels who 
were neither rebellious toward 
God 
nor true. 
"Speak not of .them," says 
Dante's guide, "but look 
and 
pass 
them by." 


Who are these fearful ones who are 
placed by the writer of Revelation in 
the lake of fire and by Dante are ex- 
cluded both from the company of saints 
and 
of 
positive sinners? 
They are 
those who hear the call of duty and 
heed it not, see the star of love and 
follow it not, behold the path of service 
and walk not in it. 
They have been 
portrayed by Henry Bordeaux in his 
book entitled "The Fear of Living." 
By contrast he makes his readers see 
what it is to live and what it is to be 
afraid to live. 


At 
the 
railroad 
atation 
are 
two 
groups of people, Madame Dulaurens 
and her society friends and Madame 
Guibert and her daughter. 
The first 
group is waiting for the train to take 
them to the theater and the other two 
women are waiting for a son 
and 
brother who is a soldier and is return- 
ing from 
a 
three years' absence in 
Africa. 
One group is rich and selfish 
and the other group has impoverished 
itself by paying the debts of a relative. 
Madame Dulaurens has her husband 
with her and he silently nods assent 
to whatever she says and when he is 
alone he spends 
his 
time 
reading. 
Madame Guibert is a widow. 
Her 
husband was a physician and a few 
months before, while ministering day 
and night to the sick, had suddenly 
died. 


The author makes us feel the con- 
trast between these two groups of peo- 
ple. One flees from duty, sacrifice and 
service and the other illustrates calm- 
ness, strength, loyalty to the 
right 
and faithfulness to duty. 


In the character of Isabelle, a beau- 
tiful and vain young woman, Bordeaux 
depicts another way of being afraid to 
live. 
She feels the power of love, but 
refuses herself to yield to it. 
Marriage 
must mean to her wealth and luxury 
and if love will not bring these then it 
must be sacrificed. 
"Fancy," she says 
with scorn, "vegetating mournfully on 
dry bread and cotton dresses." 
At 
length she marries a man's money, but 
she is unhappy and untrue. 


In contrast to her stands the young 
man who had once offered her his love 
and whose character she tried to ruin. 
There were times when he stqod on the 
brink of destruction, but in the crucial 
hour he had strength to turn from her. 
He returns to the French army and 
bravely works for his country. 
He 
treasures the affection of one who is 
pure and true. 


Isabelle in her fear of toil and sacri- 
fice finds money, but loses her charac- 
ter and also the thing she wanted most 
—happiness. 
Jean, who dares to turn 
from the false and weak, finds, togeth- 
er with work, honor, love and happi- 
ness. 


The book closes with a deed of no- 
bility on the part of Madame Guibert 
that remains with the reader. 
Her 
children had all left her except Paule. 
One son was killed in the army, one 
daughter was in the convent, and only 
Paule was left to her in her old age. 
She saw the sacrifice her daughter was 
making for her. 
She refused to let 
Paule turn Jean away that she might 
remain with her mother. 
She called 
them to her room and made them feel 
that their happiness would be her hap- 
piness. 
After their wedding she re- 
fused to let them stay with her and so 
lose the opportunity that had opened 
to them in the colonies. She went with 
them to the station and encouraged 
them with her own noble spirit. 
When 
at last the train drew away from the 
station she sank upon a bench and 
wept. 
After a long time she was able 
to rea^h home and kneeling alone she 
prayed: 
"My God, thou who art my 
strength, help me. 
I have now given 
thee all that I have loved. 
I have 
nothing left to offer thee but my sor- 
row. 
Accept it, and protect all my 
dear ones—the dead who rest and the 
living who are at work." 


The fear of living is a disease that 
affects society not only in the older 
countries but in America 
as 
well. 
Many of us are rich and some are brav® 
and true. The hour has come when we 
all need to be fearless. 
Many of ua 
had ancestors who consecrated their 
money and their lives to duty and God. 
Shall we fear to make the same con- 
secration? 
No one knows what an 
hour will bring forth, but if in calm- 
ness and faith we Individually meet the 
daily calls for righteousness, love and 
service we will be prepared for what- 
ever may come in the future.

Diabetes More Common in Well-to-Do 
Tlian in Poor. 


Diabetes occurs in people of all ages 
and conditions, although it is some- 
what more common in the well-to-do. 


Lack of exercise and an excessive 
amount of sugar in the diet of the aver- 
age person are held responsible for 
much of the disease. The main symp- 
toms are thirst, excessive 
urination 
and loss of weight. 
Often there is an 
abnormal 
desire for 
food, which is 
partially due to the fact that a large 
part of the food taken by the patient 
is wasted. 


In addition to the danger from the 
disease itself, it paves the way for the 
easy development of tuberculosis and 
neuritis. 
Cataract in one or both eyes 
is also a fairly frequent complication 
of diabetes in the young as well as in 
the old. 


Dieting under the direction of a phy- 
sician is the most 
effective way 
of 
treating the disease. 
The treatment 
consists of fasting until "sugar free" 
and then keeping the patient perma- 
nently underweight and living at a re- 
duced grade of activity. 


After the patient has been freed of 
sugar it is the physician's problem to 
put him on a diet sufficiently low to 
keep him sugar free and at the same 
time sufficient to support the patient 
at his daily work. 
This diet must be 
continued indefinitely.

A very 
superficial examination of 
almost any sidewalk will demonstrate 
that it is subject to fouling by the ever- 
present spitter. 
This spit may contain 
any one of numerous disease gern^a 
such as tuberculosis, diphtheria or In- 
fantile paralysis. 


Many people fail to take any pre- 
cautions at all to eliminate these possi- 
ble sources of infection. 
The danger 
may be slight, but it does exist. 
It can 
be avoided by thoroughly flushing the 
ice with water before placing it in the 
ice chest. 


Ice made from pure water in clean 
factories and ice which has been cut 
from 
reasonably 
pure, deep 
ponds, 
lakes or streams and stored under san- 
itary conditions are about equally safe 
from the standpoint of health. 


Ice made from polluted water 
in 
dirty, unsanitary factories and ice that 
is cut from shallow, polluted ponds, or 
from grossly polluted rivers, contain 
disease germs. 


Any dirty ice may be infected as well 
as polluted and should not be used in 
contact with food or water.

THOROUGH CULTIVATION OF THE HOME GARDEN 


By the exercise of care and fore- 
thought in planning succession crops 
knd rotations and by the utilization 
of every foot of available space it is 
possible to grow considerable quanti- 
ties of vegetables on limited areas and 
so supplement the family food supply. 
The principal factors in accomplishing 
this, are the use of seed boxes and hot- 
beds to give plants an early start in 
spring before seeds may be planted 
outdoors, the use of outside seed beds 
to carry plants for main-season crops 
while early crops are occupying the 
garden space, and the planting of late 
or succession crops as soon as earlier 
plants have been removed. 


In order that gardening may be car- 
ried on successfully in s^ch an in- 
tensive way it is especially important 
that soil of good texture be available, 
and 
that 
it be well supplied 
with 
humus and plant food. 
It is essential 
also, as in all gardening, that suffi- 
cient moisture be present, that the 
garden be kept free of weeds, and 
that the soil be cultivated frequently 
and well. 


After the soil has been got 
into 
good mechanical condition, it usually 
is desirable to apply some form of fer- 
tilizer. 
Barnyard or stable manure, 
which furnishes both plaint food and 
humus, undoubtedly is the best, and 
applications of from 20 to 30 tons to 
the 
acre are 
satisfactory. 
This 
is 
roughly equivalent to from 400 to 600 
pounds, or several wheelbarrow loads, 
for each plot 20 by 20 feet. 
The 
manure should be distributed evenly 
over the surface, and later worked in 
with a hoe and rake. 


Frequently it is advisable also to 
apply commercial fertilizer. An appli- 
cation of 1,000 to 1,.500 pounds to the 
acre or 10 to 15 pounds per plot 20 
feet square, usually is sufficient. 
In 
order 
to supply 
potash, 
if 
this 
is 
needed, unleached wood ashes may be 
distributed over the garden at the rata 
of" 1.000 pounds to the acre, or 10 
pounds to each plot 20 feet square. 
Wet or leached ashes have less fer- 
tilizer value. 
Double the quantity of 
these should be used. 
In order 
to 
start the plants in the spring, appli- 
cations of 100 pounds to the acre of 
nitrate of soda, or 1 pound to each 20- 
foot square, may be used. 
By far the 
best way to use nitrate of soda in the 
small garden, however, is to dissolve a 
tcaspoonful of the chemical in a gal- 
lon of water and use the solution for 
watering young plants. 
It is impor- 
tant to remember that no form of 
commercial fertilizer will yield good 
results unless the soil is well supplied 
with humus. 


Those who use street sweepings to 
tertilize gardens should avoid manure 
that contains oil or tar. 
Either of 
these substances is harmful to plants. 
Sv/eepings from tarred pavements or 
oiled roads are likely to contain them. 
Oil droppings from motor cars often 
mix with such waste, also. 
If sweep- 
ings are collected with some care and 
before 
rain 
or 
water 
from 
street

sprinklers 
have 
reached 
them 
and 
washed out the elements of fertilizing 
value, they can be used advantage- 
ously. 


In connection with the spread of 
the city gardening 
movement, 
now 
popular 
throughout 
the country, 
á 
warning in regard to oil and tar dam- 
age should be given. 
An instance is 
cited of damage done to a garden near 
Silver Spring, Maryland, on which un- 
sorted street sweepings from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were used. 
This 
garden, 
according 
to 
reports, 
was 
ruined by the tar products in the fer- 
tilizer and it was necessary to remove 
the top soil and resurface the entire 
plot with new soil. 
It is suggested by 
this official that with some attention to 
detail it might be possible to collect 
sweepings from streets that are not 
tarred, and perhaps from other public 
places. 


After the seeds have sprouted 
or 
after the plants have been set in their 
permanent location, continued 
culti- 
vation becomes necessary. 


The gardener should never permit 
the surface of the soil to become baked 
or even to form an appreciable crust. 
Constant stirring with hand tools or 
a wheel cultivator should be practiced 
between the rows and about the plants. 
Such a stirring permits the air 
to 
penetrate the soil, where it facilitates 
chemical action and bacterial activity, 
destroys weeds which otherwise would 
utilize large amoimt.s of plant food, 
and. 
finally, 
conserves the 
moisture 
supply. 
The rake is perhaps the gar- 
dener's most valuable tool in culti- 
vating. 
This can, be passed- back- 
ward and forward over the ground 
until it is in an open, mellow condi- 
tion. 
Where vegetables grow closely 
in the rows it often will be necessary 
to supplement the cultivation by hand 
weeding. 
Small implements are made 
for this purpose, and may be pur- 
chased cheaply. 
It is well also in 
some cases to pull up weeds by hand, 
especially 
where 
they grow 
closely 
about the stalks of the grarden plants. 


.lust as the gardener should be care- 
ful in early spring not to dig 
the 
ground when the soil is too moist, so 
he should be careful later in the sea- 
son not to cultivate too soon after 
rains. 
The stirring of very 
muddy 
soil "puddles" it into a compact, ce- 
ment-like mass in which the 
plant 
food is securely locked. 
The garden 
will require 
attention, 
however, 
as 


soon as the excess moisture from a 
rain has soaked In or partially evap- 
orated. 
Unless the ground is stirred 
at this time a crust will form almost 
inevitably. 
Such a crust, besides re- 
stricting the plants, prevents the at- 
cess of air, and also facilitates the loss 
of moisture through evaporation. 


When, during prolonged dry spells, 
the plants give evidence of suffering 
because of the lack of moisture, water 
must, if possible, be supplied artifi- 
cially. Where a supply of piped water 
is at hand, perhaps the most usual 
method of irrigation is by sprinkling 
with a hose. 
If sprinkling is prac- 
ticed it should be done late in the 
afternoon. 
It is not sufficient merely 
i t dampen the surface; a thorough 
wetting should be given. 
A more sat- 
isfactory and more economical method 
of irrigation, however, is to open small 
furrows between the rows of growing 
plant and to supply water in these 
ditches from a hose or pipe. 
Several 
hours after the water has soaked in, 
the dry earth should be drawn back 
into place.

SYSTEMATIZE THE 
WORK. 


A vast deal of the drudgery inci- 
dent to farm existence can be done 
away with by the exercise of greater 
forethought and through the adher- 
ence to system in dealing with the 
dally routine of farm work. 


So many useless steps are taken and 
so many false moves are made in the 
performance of our usual tasks that 
might just as well be turned to ac- 
count. 


This 
condition 
obtains 
because 
many farmers, clinging to the customs 
of their fathers, are tardy in recogniz- 
ing the utility of systematic work and 
advantage of simple, low-cost labor- 
saving devices. 


HTJMUS. 


Humus is one of the essentials In 
soils. 
It prevents cohesion of the soil 
grains into solid clods. 
It prevents 
land from becoming sticky. 
We urge 
every farmer to rotate his crops, plow- 
ing under a good sod of clover or some 
legume as often as the rotation calls 
for, the purpose of Increasing humus. 
Stable manure, in which is mixed the 
straw and corn stalks, answers the 
same purpose. 
By all means put back 
into the soil as much humus as the 
fields have grown or you will come 
face to face with lessened 
fertility 
and difficult farming. 


Selecting the Dairy 


Cow By Type 


The essential functions of the dairy 
cow are milk production and repro- 
duction. 
The most accurate methods 
of determining these are: 
i l ) 
Milk 
production 
by 
means 
of 
the 
milk 
scales and the Babcock test; (2) re- 
production by breeding records. 


There is only a small proportion of 
the cows used for dairy purposes on 
which such records are kept. 
This 
necessitates the employment of some 
other method of selection. 
In 
the 
breedin«r of high producing animals, 
through 
several generations, it 
has 
been observed that there are certain 
characteristics 
of 
the 
conformation 
which are correlated with large pro- 
duction. 
These 
characteristics 
are, 
namely: 
(1) Extreme angular form, 
carrying no surplus flesh, but in good 
physical condition. 
(2) Prominent de- 
velopment of the udder and 
veins. 
(3) 
The 
symmetrical 
development 
of 
the 
barrel 
with 
large 
capacity. 
After one becomes familiar with these 
external characteristics it is possible 
to select cows producing 300 pounds 
of fat per year from those producing 
150 pounds. 
The difficulty comes in 
picking the animal that will produce 
500 pounds of fat per year as com- 
pared 
to 
the 
one 
producing 
400 
pounds. 


The selection of animals by this 
method 
is 
rather 
uncertain. 
The 
far ler makes the largest majority of 
his selections 
in 
this 
manner 
and 
should be familiar with its limitations. 
In order to judge the animal 
with 
much accuracy she should be in milk 
and at the best stage in her lactation 
period. 
A cow that is dry offers very 
little upon which to base opinion as 
she has a tendency to take on flesh. 
Cows that have been underfed are in 
no condition to be judged. 
It is hard 
to tell what heifers will do from ap- 
pearance before calving. 
Sometimes 
the cow that has all of the external 
appearances does not have the stimu- 
lation to produce milk. 
Until records 
are kept of more animals or some 
other means devised for selection, the 
selection by type should be used and 
it is up to everyone Interested in dairy 
cattle to become familiar with it

Ships built in American yards were 
fewer in number in the year ending 
last June, but of much greater ton- 
nage than in the previous year. 


The name millet is applied to a 
number of cultivated annual grasses, 
some of which are used largely as 
forage crops and others as cereals; 
most of them, however, are used either 
for forage or for grain, according to 
the needs of the growers. 
In 
the 
United States all except the broom- 
corn millet are uKd almost exclusively 
for forage purposes, but in Africa, In- 
dia, China, Korea, Japan, and Russia 
the millets are grrown extensively for 
human food. 
In China the broom- 
com and foxtail millets are most com- 
mon, 
and 
the 
grain, 
after 
being 
cleaned and hulled, is crushed 
and 
cooked as a porridge, much as certain 
breakfast foods are used in America. 
In India, pearl millet, which is grown 
there under the native name of bajra, 
is the most important millet. 
Korea 
and Japan produce considerable proso 
and 
foxtail 
millet, 
and 
the 
latter 
country also devotes a 
considerable 
acreage to barnyard millet, which is 
grown there almost entirely for its 
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Common Mflle4 


seed: but the millet crop is of minor 
importance in these countries, as it is 
in Europe, where it is not cultivated 
extensively except in the Mediterra- 
nean region and in Russia. 
Much 
proeo or broom-com 
millet is pro- 
duced 
in 
Russia, especially in 
the 
southeastern provinces. 


Millet is one of the oldest of culti- 
vated crops. 
Its planting has been 
mentioned in Chineee records as being 
part of a religious ceremony carried 
out by the Chinese emperor as early 
as 2700 B. C. 
Probably native in 
southern Asia, Its culture spread from 
there westward to Europe at an early 
date. 
In 1849 a distribution of millet

seed was made by the United States 
Patent Office, and in 1888 millet had 
become a rather important crop in 
the central states, where it was found 
better adapted than along the Atlantic 
coast. 
By 1899 over 
7 4 per cent of 
the total acreage of millet was found 
in the north-central states. 
Kansas, 
with 349,906 acres, led all the states, 
and produced an average of 1.9 tons 
of millet hay per acre, against 
an 
average of 1.6 tons per acre for the 
whole United 
States. 
According 
to 
the thirteenth census. Kansas was still 
first in millet production, the leading 
states ranking in the following order: 
Kansas, 
Missouri. 
Texas, 
Nebraska, 
North Dakota, Tennessee, and Okla- 
homa. 


To succeed well, millet must have 
warm weather during the growing sea- 
son. 
It does not grow well at high 
altitudes or in other localities where 
cool weather prevails during the sum- 
mer 
months. 
Notwithstanding . t his 
preference for warm weather, millet 
is grown successfully in our most nor- 
thern states, especially those in the 
Great Plains region, because in those 
states the summers, though short, are 
hot. 
Millet, as it matures 
quickly, 
can be planted and harvested during 
these summer months. 
The long days 
prevailing 
in 
this 
latitude 
provide 
plenty of sunshine, and thus a less 
period of time is required for maturing 
the crop. 
The longer seasoned varie- 
ties, like German and Turkestan, can 
be grown successfully only in the cen- 
tral or southern states. 


Millet does best in localities which 
have a fairly abundant rainfall. Many 
writers have referred to the millets as 


drought-resistant crops, and they d« 
have a low water-.requircsnent, IxaH 
they lack the ability to recover after 
being injured by a period of drought. 
This ability to reeoTer from ^drought 
injury is very pronounced in the sor- 
ghums, but the millets succeed in 
calities subject to drought almost en- 
tirely through their ability to ewap« 
periods of acute drought on account 
of their short growing season. 
Millet 
is Usually one of the first crops to show 
the effect of a drought, mainly be- 
cause of its shallow root system. 


A rich, loose, loamy soil is best for 
millet. 
Plenty of humxis is advain- 
tageous, and for this reason 
miUet 
is often 
planted 
on 
newly 
turned 
grass sod. 
It is a good crop for such 
situations also, because it seems to aid 
in disintegrating the sod. Good drain- 
age is essential. 


Millet is grown chiefly as a catch 
crop and^ is not important as a con- 
stituent in a regular cropping system. 
Most farmers use it to overcome a s 
expected shortage in their hay supply 
or to occupy a fleld which would other- 
wise be idle on account of the faUure 
of a regular crop or because climatic 
conditions have prevented the seeding 
of such a crop. 
Millet is admirably 
suited to such use because of its short 
season of growth and the esM and 
certainty of obtaining a. stand. 
The 
plant is also adapted to a wide range 
both of soils and of climates, 
liarge 
yields are not obtained either on poor 
soils or in dry climates, but millet ha« 
been found to make a heavier yield 
under such conditions than most other 
hay crops. 
The strongest competitor 
of millet which has yet been found ia 
Sudan grass, which promises to re- 
place millet in many localities as a 
catch crop, so that a further decrease 
in the acreage of millet is to be ex- 
pected. 
The quality of Sudan grass 
hay is superior to that of millet, and 
its yields under comparable 
condi- 
tions are nearly always larger, but the 
growing season is a trifle longer than 
that required by either Common or 
Hungarian millet- 


Foxtail millet is used to some ex- 
tent as a soiling crop, but it is not aa 
veil suited for this purpose as the 
sorghums 
and 
some 
of 
the 
small 
grains. 
Pearl millet is better for use 
as a green feed than the foxtail mil- 
lets. because of its larger yield and its 
ability to make a second growth after 
being cut down; and both pearl millet 
and barnyard millet are better silage 
crops than foxtail millet, because of 
their larger yields and greater succu- 
lence. 


Foxtail millet has never been uti- 
lized to any great extent as a grain 
crop in the United States. 
In China 
and certain other parts of Asia, as 
was stated in the introduction, it is 
used more or less as human food. 
So 
long as wheat can be produced in the 
United 
States 
as 
abundantly 
and 
cheaply as at present little millet wlU 
be grown for human food. 


Use More Horses 


—Save Men 


Labor is the limiting factor in crop 
production this j'ear. 
Horses are rela- 
tively plentiful in comparison. 
O. R. 
Johnson of the Department of Farm 
Management of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture, suggests that farmers 
lay aside one-man and two-horse tools 
and 
use 
those 
that 
require 
more 
horses so that more work per man can 
be done. 
One man with three horses 
to a sixteen-inch breaking plow wilj 
turn over three acres or less in a day. 


PLANT BETWEEN THE POTATO ROWS 


The same man with a gang plow con- 
sisting of two twelve-inch bottoms will 
average 
acres a day and will use 
one more horse. 
This means that by 
increasing the horse stock one-third, 
one man can increase his efliciency in 
breaking ground nearly 75 per cent. 


Investigations have actually shown 
that a man on a riding implement will 
do more work in a day than the same 
man and the same team with imple- 
ments that require him to walk. 
The 
use of bigger tools and thorough prep- 
ai^atlon of seed 
beds will also 
cut 
down the time required for cultivation 
of the corn crop. 
Cultivation is the 
operation which limits the amount of 
corn one man can grow. 
If a good 
seed bed is prepared, some time can 
be' saved in cultivating the crop, and 
consequently more acres can be grown. 


THE WFF^HRENCE. 


A 
"standa.rd-bred" 
fowl 
and 
a 
"pure-bred" fowl are not necessarily 
the same. 
A bird may not be up to 
the standard qualifications and yet be 
a pure-bred. 
But a standard-br^d is 
bound 
to 
be a 
pure-bred. 
Utility 
poultry are fowls bred for increased 
egg and meat .production, and while 
they are pure in blood may be way off 
In markings from a poultry 
show 
point of view. 


GRAIN AIX>NE NOT PROPTTABIJE. 


There are times when pigs may be 
profltably fed on grain alone or on 
grain and pa-sture, but in the long run 
it is a losing game and especially on 
the small farm, where the grain must 
be purchased.

In attempting to keep hogs free 
tiom disease and vermin it is hard 
Biider ordinary circumstances to over- 
to the matter of taking precautioi^. 


While some farmers do not approve 
of growing 
two 
crops 
on 
the 
soil 
in one season, we have practiced doing 
it with the most satisfactory results. 


Those who claim that double crops 
are too much of a drain on the land 
should 
remember 
how 
every 
field 
grows up in w;eeds just as soon as the 
first crop of the season is removed or 
stops growing. 


This is especially true of the potato 
patch and why should we not sow or 
plant it to something profitable rather 
than allow the worthless, 
unsightly 
troublcvsome weeds to seed the patch 
to weed pest.s for another season ? 


If one sees that the soil is failing in 
fertility the cost of applying a light 
dressing of rich barnyard manure will 
still leave a handsome margin of profit 
from the value of the second crops 
secured. 


Pertiaps the most profitable manner 
in which 
the potato patch 
can 
be 
handled is to dig the potatoes just a."? 
soon as they are suitable for market- 
ing. 


At this season they are invariably 
high-priced and the land may then be 
put to whatever use it is desired with- 
out damaging the potatoes by culti- 
vation and hoeing. 
Then, too, one 
can stir the ground more thoroughly 
than if the planting were done be- 
tween the rows of growing potatoes. 


Where we dig the potatoes early we 
stir the ground thoroughly, then har- 
row it before planting it to anything 
else, but if the growing vines are left 
in the patch we give them a good deep 
cultivation at laying by, sowing 
or 


planting the seed as soon afterward 
as possible, in order that they may 
have the benefit of the surface moist- 
ure before it evaporates and also to 
give the plants^the start of any weeds 
that may spring up immediately after 
the last cultivation. 


Almost any garden or field plant will 
make a fair crop in the potato patch 
after it is laid by. Sweet corn, ninety- 
day field corn and pop corn are fav- 
orite second crops. 


Late cabbage will usually make a 
good second crop for kraut and stor- 
age purposes or at least will furnish 
a lot of green feed for the dairy cows 
and poultry after the summer green- 
ness is gone. 


Late tomatoes also are reasonabI,v 
sure of making a satisfactory crop 
between th"% potato rows. 
Cane, kaffir 
corn and millet will make nice crops 
in the patch after the potatoes are 
laid by and these may either be mowed 
or stacked for winter roughi^ge 
or 
utilized 
as 
late 
fall 
pasturage 
for 
small stock that would not trample 
the ground down too much. 


Rape and turnips are also favorite 
c o p s to be sown in the summer and 
t'.fy win make excellent pasturage for 
the lambs and shoats that arc rung 
so they will not root up the potatoes. 


Of course it is impossible to har- 
row in any of the above-named seeds, 
ai) that would tear up the vines so we 
aim to do the last cultivating "just 
before a rain, letting the rain drops 
beat the seed into the soil. 


Where this is not to be done we 
sow the seeds while the dirt is still 
damp after the last plowing.—M. C.,

A SIMPLE WATER FOUNTAIN. 


Fresh clean water is kept before 
the chicks constantly, 
and 
is 
kept 
clean by using a tin can from which 
the top has been melted with an open- 
ing made 
in the 
open 
end 
three- 
fourths inch long (high) and one-half 
inch wide. 
The can is filled and in- 
verted in a common earthen 
flower- 
pot 
saucer 
(open 
end 
downward), 
making an automatic fountain which 
is raised one and one-half inches from 
the fl#or of the brooder or coop. 
If 
the fountain is used with hens, some 
way must be provided to keep the 
hejjs from knocking the can over.

overcame this by placing a brick on 
top of the can.

GOOD CARte COUNTS. 


The better the care that is given to 
horses, the easier they can be kept in 
good condition with moderate feeding. 
Proper care and feeding with good 
grooming are the essentials necessary 
to securing the best conditions for 
work. 


CONSERVE MOISTURE. 


It is a well-known fact that ground 
which is kept loose on top will evap- 
orate much less water than a soil 
which Is packed on top. 
The moisture 
which escapee into the air is absolutely 
lost, so far as the plants growing in 
that 
particular field are 
concerned, 
and if anything can be done to hold 
this moisture in the ground so that it 
may reach the roots of the growing 
crop, it is of course the thing to strive 
for, and will prove a benefit to the 
plant growing in the field. 


TREAT ANIMALS HUMANELY. 


We 
want to protest 
against 
the 
cruelty often shown to calves. 
The 
practice of shipping to market. 
The 
practice of hustling calves Into a car 
and shipping to market unprotected 
from cold, without proper food and 
drink is inhuman treatment to say the 
least. 
Remember they are mere baby 
calves.

part consists of the swollen stem of 
the plant. 
The vegetable looks like a 
leafy turnip above ground. 
If used 
when small (2 to 3 inches in diame- 
ter) and not allowed to become tough 
and hard, it is of superior quality. 
It should be more generally grown. 
The culture is very simple. 
For an 
early crop, plant and cultivate as for 
early cabbage. 
For a late crop, or for 
all seasons in the South, the seed may 
be sown in drills where the crop is 
to be grown and thinned to about 
eight Inches apart in the row. 
The 
rows should be from 18 to 36 inches 
apart, according to the kind of cuUi- 
vation 
employed. 
It 
matures 
as 
quickly as turnips. 
One ounce of seed 
will be necessary to seed one hundred 
feet of drill. 


KEEP BUSY IN THE CORN FIELD 


The com fleld should be harrowed 


soon after it is planted. 
Some of the 
best growers prefer to use a weeder 
the first time over but this is largely 
a matter of choice for either will dq 
good work. 


A light spike tooth harrow with the 
teeth set well aslant will kill many 
of the young weeds that have jtist 
started and break the crust so that a 
more uniform stand is assured and the 
cultivators may be started a few days 
earlier than when the field is left until 
large enough to go over with the cul- 
tivator the flrst time. 


Cultivate deep the flrst two times 
over the field and then cultivate shal- 
low. substituting the large shovels the 
second time ovei- and using the spring 
tooth cultivator for subsequent culti- 
vation. 
'' 
It is worse than folly to tear and 
cut the roots of the plants after they 
have formed a vigorous root system.

for it cannot help but result in more 
or less injury. 


Start the cultivators as soon as pos- 
sible after every rain and keep a loose 
dust mulch on the soil at all times to 
prevent the moisture from evaporat- 
ing. 


The cultivators should be kept go- 
ing until the corn is tasseling, espec- 
ially if the season is a dry one. 
Many 
a fine corn field has had the crop 
ruined by stopping cultivation at a 
time when the corn appeared to be 
too large to cultivate. 


With a good riding two-row culti- 
vator a man can accomplish as much 
in a day ks two men with a single- 
row machine and with but little more 
exertion. 
On rough and stony lands 
the single row machine is best. 


The style of shovels must be de- 
termined largely by the kind of soil 
and period of growth. 
First use nar- 
row shovels, then wide ones, and com- 
plete the work with the spring-tooth 
cultivator and run very shallow. 


The cross bar of the rake 
here 
shown is rectangular in shape and the 
hoe is bolted to it by means of U- 
shaped arms. 
The Implement is, it i« 
claimed, a very handy weeder aad 
pulverizer.

It pays any farmer or dairyman or

All plants are subject to attacks hy 
parasites. 
These parasitic enemies are 
as different in structure as the plants 
upon which they feed. 
Some per»- 
sites are miscroscopic plants called 
fungi, and are the causes of snch well- 
known diseases as apple scab, brown 
rot, and wheat rust. Others are known 
as bacteria, producing the Injsrienfl 
flre blight of fruit trees. 
Still othets 
are not plants at all but are insects. 


Of all plant parasites, undoubtedly 
scale Insects have received meet at- 
tention dnring the last thirty 
Their small size has rendered them 
obscure. 
Their obscureness has Al- 
lowed them to multiply year after 
year without being combated, 
"nielr 
increasing numl>ers^have resulted la

cials estimated today that eastern rail- 
roads will receive an increase of about 4 
per cent in gross revenues through tho 
decision of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, suspending the proponed 15 per 
cent freight rate raise, but granting in 
creases in class ratca. 


Estimating that one-fourth of freight 


moves under class ratca, the added reve- 
nue for lines east of the Mississippi anc 
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers 
will be approximately $50,000,000 a year 
As the commission re'-approved recent 
higher tariffs on coal, coke and iron ore 
in this district, they estimated that 
would add about $25,000,000. 


Western lines by being permitted to 


make increases on coal, will probably 
realize an increase of less than 1 per ceni 
on gross receipts. 


Southern lines by the rule permitting 


rail and water carriers to bring rates to 
the level of the all-rail eastern prices 
will ahare slightly in the eastern roads 
relief, as such ports as Norfolk and Sa 
vannah will be included. In this the 
commission followed out a former state- 
ment of policy in which it declared th«1 
several lines operating in the southeast 
were logipally comparable to eastern 
trunk lines in revenue. The revenue thus 
derived will, however, be largely ab- 
sorbed by the water division of the rail 
and 
water 
transportation, and the 


amount will be comparatively small. 


The southern roads will also share in 


higher rates on coal, coke and iron ore, 
although railway men estimated that 
this item would mean an increase of only 
about 1 per cent.

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DENYING BATE INCREASE. 


The interstate commerce commission, after 


prolonged and thorough hearings that went 
minutely into transportation matters, has 
denied the petition of the railways of the 
country for a horizontal increase of freight 
rates. Certain class increases are allowed and 
there are other differentiations affecting ter- 
ritory, but the straight-line boost of all rates 
so as to make a 15 per cent, increase of rail- 
way revenues is put away for the time. 


The commission announces that painstak- 


ing investigation has shown the railroads to 
be enjoying a sound prosperity. Last year 
was the greatest twelve-month in the history 
of American railways. Earnings and net rev- 
enues were far beyond any previous figures 
lor a year. Hence the commission does not 
believe that at this time there is warrant for 
mulcting the commerce of the country mil- 
lions upon millions to meet a situation the rail- 
roads have claimed but have failed to show 
exists. 
Underlying the demand for increase 


oi rates was the eight-hour law, though the 
roads at the beginning of the year asserted 
the unprecedented rise of costs affecting prac- 
tically everything entering into the operation 
of railways had resulted in cutting down net 
revenues iu spite of the fact that the trans- 
portation business was at a tide never before 
known. 


Now, sa3's the commission after going far 


into the question, it is found that the lugu- 
briousness of the rail managers and interests 
ns to the effect of rising costs was not well 
based, that the increase of expense has not de- 
stroyed earnings and that on the contrary the 
roads are in tjie midst of a great prosperity. 
The railroads, unlike most other interests, are 
touched by the war mainly to their good. Mov- 
ing troops and munitions makes business and 
the roads have all they can do and soon are 
1: :dy to have more than they can do. And 
IP that lies one of the concomitants of the 
i .j;im to increase of rates. The roads have in- 
sisted that to perform their whole duty to the 
government and acquit themselves in a truly 
patriotic way they must have the means to 
improve and increase trackage and equipment. 
The interstate commerce commission does not 
view the situation in that light. Indeed, that 
body asserts that the railways have the means 
to proceed with anything that they may find 
it necessary to do for the enlargement and 
perfection of service to meet the normal re- 
quirements of the country's business and the 
exigencies of war. 


Of course the railroads are disappointed. 


They have labored with great diligence for a 
quarter year to impress the interstate com- 
merce commission and the general public as 
•well with the vital necessity of rate increases 
if the country's transportation were to be 
made answerable to all emergencies of bus- 
iness and the national welfare. The reversc- 
just encountered is not, however, without con- 
solations. The issues are not settled for good 
and all, as in the case of a suit adjudicated in 
the highest courts. There can be, a new ap- 
peal to the same authority and there is in the 
statement of the commission a suggestion that 
the matter may be reopened later for the dis- 
covery of reasons why freight rates should 
then be increased. 


The railroads have not had matters their 


own way in the presentation of this ease to 
the commission. Shippers have given testi- 
mony in huge volume and commercial bodies, 
trade associations and organized interests of 
one kind and another in great numbers have 
strongly protested to the commission againsl: 
the increase proposed. The railroads are not 
out of court. Their case is in suspension. It 
may be they can prove it next time. 


RED CROSS AID. 


There is a wide and there will bo a continu- 


ally widening field for Red Cross aid. By 
this is not meant, that, work for the. Red Cross 
to do will constantly increase in magnitude 
ind urgency. That it will is well enough un- 


derstood. We mean that the Red Cross must 
have an increasing degree of support. The 
entire country must in various ways uphold 
this great organization for its work in the war. 


It will be folly for any to suppose that with 


the pledging of something like one hundred 
and twenty millions of dollars to the Red 
Cross fluids last week responsibility, duty and 
labor for the American society have ceased 
and that the organization can henceforth take 
care of itself. Work of Americans for the 
American Red Cross has only begun. It must 
continue throughout the war. There will be 
further call for funds. There will be soon ad- 
ditional call and increasing call for hospital 
supplies. There will be call for women and 
men to serve in the Red Cross. There will be 
call for many things to enable the Red Cross 
to perform its work of mercy in some of those 
stricken little nations where the whole popu- 
lace is plunged into misery, woe and suffer- 
ing unutterable and is in imminent peril of 
thorough extinction by starvation and pesti- 
lence. 


The work of the Red Cross will not cease, 


may not be expected to diminish even, until 
the war's end and that devoutly wished-for 
consummation will not abate the necessity for 
its merciful work among the non-combatant 
peoples in the lands that have been worst 
swept by the blighting flame of strife. America 
must continue with its wealth and its labor 
tc give all that it can to the Red Cross. The 
government will raise the funds to do the 
fighting with. The people must contribute 
the money to keep the Red Cross going. They 
must perform the tasks that are essential to 
adequate supplies for the Red Cross work 
abroad and much that it will find falling up- 
on it here at home after .awhile. 


The greater the membership there is in the 


Red Cross society the more persons there will 
be definitely enlisted for the society's work. 
Fort Wayne's branch of the American Red 
Cross society seems large and is large, but it 
embraces in its membership a much smaller 
percentage of the 
city's 
population than 


should bo .shown on the rolls. Some of the 
ladies of Fort Wayne have given their time 
almost wholly to this work. 
Hundreds of 


others are devoting all the time they can 
spare from domestic responsibilities. There 
are thousands of men and women in Fort 
Wayne who can give some part of their time 
and labor to Red Cross work. We believe if 
these fully understood how vital the Red 
Cross work is to the national defense and how 
indispensable it is to hundreds of thousands 
of helpless ami starving women and children 
in Europe there would be a vast increase of 
Red Cross enlistments here. 


This is a consecrated war service. It docs 


not take many persons away from home. The 
field branch of the service must be supported 
by the people who remain at home or cau do 
little. 


Five of the six months that Germany said 


on February 1 would suffice for her U-boat 
ruthlessness to break up the war havo slipped 
away and at the beginning of the final thirty- 
days of the period she linds her armies pressed 
back on thcwest front, the United States ac- 
tually in the war with an army in France and 
ready to recruit millions, Greece entering, 
Bra/il about to do so, Norway stirred to war 
fever and Spain in a state of revolutionary 
unrest due to dynastic pro-Germanism. Ger- 
many has destroyed a heap of commerce and 
has made the U-boat disclose itself for the 
menace it really is, but we have a notion that 
even in Berlin they ha' their doots about the 
virtue of ruthlessness.

AN OUTLAWED DYNASTY 


(By UEM A. JOmS'STON.) 


The Hohenzollerns are the least 


ancient of all tho reigning families 
connected with the Germanic confed- 
eration. 
Of the five kingdoms—that 


Is, Prussia, Bavnrla, Saxony, Hanover 
and WurttemberR. 
and 
twenty-one 


other sovereign states, varying from 
grand duchies to principalities—the 
Hohonzollerns are the leant old in rule, 
the least reputable In point of historic 
contact, and tho least Identified with 
any Idea of dlvlno sovereignty. 


A comparative estimate of tho Haps- 


burgs of Austria, the Wcttlns of Sax- 
ony, 
tho Wlttlebachs of Bavaria, the 


Guolphs of Hanover and of Bruns- 
wick, reveals the fnct that the Hohen- 
lollorns have, ns one historian puts it. 
'the nspoct of n. family of attorneys 
enriched by chicanery, who havo set- 
tled among ancient territorial nobil- 
ity." 
That is to soy. of course, that 


Ihero is in Germany, and even In Prus- 
sia, little of that respect for tho Hohen- 
iollerns which is Instinctively and 
normally given to really illustrious 
families, such as tho Wittlebachs, tho 
Wettlns, 
the 
Hapsburgs, 
and tho 


Guelphs. 
In spite of the forced loy- 


alty to tho hero of tho black mous- 
taches on the part of those Germans 
who know of the higher idealism, 
which is not "kultur" as w« have be- 
gun to understand It—In spite of the 
Severed worship of the masses who 
are nelthei'able nor Intelligent enough 
to recognize the essential qualities of 
true royalty, there remains a very 
great portion of the German people 
who know within themselves that the 
wicked brood of the ruling dynasty Is 
Invested rather with divine darkness 
than divine light and right of kings. 


The fact is, the history of the Hohen- 


zollerns is not a pretty one. It is not 
romantic; it possesses none of the 
amiable folk-lore beauty which one 
finds in the annals of other ruling 
families. 
Even the most subservient 


of paid chroniclers conceal with poor 
cunning the methods by which the old 
robber barons and lords of Burkhard- 
ing gradually by marriage, purchase, 
force and infinite and intricate fraud, 
lifted themselves out of questionable 
obscurity, first into counts ot Hohen- 
zollerns, then into Nuremburg Bur- 
grftves, Brandenburg Margraves, into 
prince electors of Brandenburg, into 
kings of Prussia, and finally Into Ger- 
man emperors! 


Hate,, conceit, lies, false oaths, care- 


lessness of the rights of others, cruel- 
ty by choice, deception by studied in- 
tention—and the long line of petty and 
despicable iniquities incarnadined by 
hapless slaughter nnd hopeless wick- 
edness and selfishness, made possible 
by cruel cunning—have marked the 
rise of this family to reigning power. 
In a way the chief characteristic of the 
line aside from its Intolerable dis- 
regard for the lives and rights of oth- 
ers has been its failure.to keep its 
p.iots where it was selfishly advant- 
ageous to do otherwise. Treaties have 
fllways been mere "scraps of paper;" 
immemorial rights hove been dreams 
of the useless and the weak in the eyes 
of the Hohenzollerns. 
And through 


the mad lust for gain has always run 
the dark scarlet of essential wicked- 
ness in a house that would stop at no 
act, ox'ert or concealed, which might, 
further Its 
individual and personal 


ends. 


It is said that each succeeding bead 


of the house has deemed it incumbent 
upon himself, by fair means or foul, 
by glaring ffattery 
or 
ghastly con- 


quest, to add some territory to the 
possession of the dynasty. 
A story 


has been current for years, and Is 
probably true, to the effect that dur- 
ing one of the Innumerable qimrrels

And It go,»s 
without saying th.lt he treated his 
peers with the contempt of a man who 
cares nothing for the ethics even of 
royal crooks. 


JIi« son, Frederick III, having won 


from the German emperor the right 
In he called "King of Prussia," by of- 
fering to furnish an army of ton thou- 
sand men, followed the traditions of 
his house by refusing to 
fulfill 
the 


promise. 
Concealment, 
trickery, 


treachery, lies to gain personal advan- 
tage, have been bred and inbred Into 
hide-bound that the Dark Side of na- 
thls "royal (-) line," until it Is ob- 
vious to all who are not mentally 
hide-bound that the dark side of na- 
ture has been working for centuries 
most powerfully and most effectively 
through this "nobility of the shadow." 


Carlyle, who was better able, per- 


haps, than most people, to estimate 
and to discuss the lives and purposes 
of the ruling caste In Germany, having 
given many years to an intimate study 
of early continental history, has vivid- 
ly described the life of Frederick the 
Great. 
Those who are 
sufficiently 


curious can delve deeply into many a 
black record of infamy by reading 
from Carlyle's pages. One commenta- 
tor, speaking of Frederick William I, 
In this connection, remarks, "No -word 
of mine could convey such an idea of 
his coarseness, and of his almost in- 
conceivable brutality and cruelty. He 
was only deterred from putting his 
oldest son to death, by the vigorous 
protests of the envoys of Austria, Rus- 
sia, France and Great Britain, but 
made up for it by subjecting the un- 
fortunate prince to such abominable 
treatment in the way of corporu.1 pun- 
ishment, imprisonment 
with starva- 


tion diet, and torture in compelling 
him to witness tho execution of hi:! 
most intimate friends and associates, 
that this Hohenzollern, who after- 
wards became Frederick the Great, 
remained to the end of his days, a 
starved, stunted, crippled and hardly 
human figure, and a professed atheist. 
Abnormal in rnind and 
body Fred- 


erick tho Great violated every pledge 
he gave and broke every treaty to 
which he had given his signature." 


Frederick William II, his nephew 


and successor, was one of the vilest 
monarchs who ever sat upon a throne 
of Europe. The records of Rome and 
Carthage show nothing more revolting 
even in the libertinism and the lechery 
of a royalty gone mnd with the de- 
bauchery that arises 
from 
excess 


wealth. 
He was dominated by mis- 


tresses without number. 
For 
his 


female 
favorites hs violated every 


sacred promise, sacrificed the interests 
of his subjects, and In practical effect 
sacked the treasury of his own wanton 
government. So fiendish were his de- 
sires and lusts that one can easily im- 
agine how willingly his wife. Queen 
Frederics, actually gave her consent 
to his bigamous marriage to Countess 
Julia Vosa, who was created Countess 
of Ingenheim on thin infamous occa- 
sion. That there Were clergymen (?) 
who would "solemnize" this marriage, 
and that there are still great-grand- 
children of the name living, in no wise 


puts a halo about the head of the dis- 
solute wretch. 


From this point down to the present 


the history of no other people presents 
such a rumpostte picture of consum- 
mate crookedness nnd crime against 
the best IdenlR of humanity, as that 
of the llohenr.ollern family. 
Every 


vicious error |».i!:»lblo to name was 
committed by tho rulers that followed. 
The Ccrinnn people have probably 
winked :it unbelievable errors and ex- 
censes because. :is a unit, they hav« 
been l».\»l to the autocratic Idea, and 
nl::o hrcauRC It hn« been safer to wink;

by the excuses and explanations of » 
royal liouaq that hao excelled In sub- 
terfuge.

ing down to the present crown prince, 
it Is fliffirult to FCC how tho common 
peop!" of r.ermnny cnn overlook !)!• 
abominable trontment of his wife, hi* 
disgraceful and dissolute private life, 
his 
contemptible 
militarism 
which 


overcame his father's scruples of pru- 
dence, bin flimsy pretenses at honor 
that he might Conceal every possible 
meanueNn and excess.

Now is the time to watch the garden. 


Disease germs are at work. The soil 
seeks to become crusty. Food Expert 
F. W. Gray lays heavy stress on these 
facts In his article on "Care for Crops," 
written for the public and presented 
through The Sentinel. The article fol- 
lows: 


Now that all of the gardens have 


been planted, and the crops coming 
on in good shape, there are two main 
divisions into which the work in the 
garden may be divided, cultivation 
and controlling the Insects and dis- 
eases. 
' 


Cultivation 
accomplishes 
three 


things: 


1. By stirring the soil, weeds are 


killed. Weeds use up the plant food 
which is in the soil, and which is in- 
tended for the garden crop. 


2. 
If a mulch is kept on the sur- 


face, air is permitted to penetrate to 
the roots of the plant. When it is 
understood that a large per cent of 
the plant food comes from the air, 
the importance of the air in the soil 
will be readily understood. 


3. Prevents evaporation of the 


moisture. Vegetables require large 
amounts of water, and it is therefore 
necessary to conserve all moisture 
possible if best development of the 
plants is to be expected. 


InscctM. 


Insects may be grouped under two 


heads: 


1. Those having chewing mouth 


parts. 


2. Those with 
sucking mouth 


parts. The potato beetle is a good 
example of the first typo. It eats the 
leaves. The aphid, or plant louso, 
is an example of the second type. It 
inserts its tube-like mouth through 
the surface of a leaf or stem of a 
plant and sucks the plant Juices. 


To control Insects with chewing 


mouth parts, a spray containing a 
stomach poison is necessary- 
Tho 


best poison for this is arsenato of 
lead. Use it at the rate of one-half 
ounce to a gallon of water. 


For Insects with sucking mouths. 


some substance must bo usod which 
will kill the Insects by coming Into 
contact with It. For this a sprny nl 
some tobacco product, as black leaf 
No. 40. seems to give best satlctac- 
tlon.

Diabetes occurs in people of all ages

much of the disease. The main symp- 
toms are thirst excessive urination 
and loss of weight Often there is an 
abnormal desire for food, which is 
partially due to the fact that a large 
part of tho food taken by the patient 
Is wasted.

disease Itself. It paves the way for the 
easy development of tuberculosis and 
neuritis. Cataract In one or both eyes 
Is also a fairly frequent complication 
of diabetes In tho young as well as In 
the old. 


Dieting under the direction of a phy- 
Iclan is the most effective way of 
renting the disease. 
The treatment 


onslnts of fasting until "sugar free" 
nd then keeping the patient perma- 
ontly underweight and living at a rc- 
uced grade of activity. 
After the patient has been freed of 


ugar It is the physician's problem to 
ut him on a diet sufficiently low to 
eep him sugar free and at tho same 
Ime sufficient to support the patient 
t his dally work. This diet must bo 
ontlnued Indefinitely.

THOROUGH CULTIVATION OF THE HONE GARDEN 


„ By the exercise of care and fore- 
thought in planning succession crops 
and rotations and by the utilization 
of every foot of available space it is 
possible to grow considerable quanti- 
ties of vegetables on limited areas and 
so supplement the family food supply. 
The principal factors in accomplishing 
this are the use of seed boxes and hot- 
beds to give plants an early start in 
spring before seeds may be planted 
outdoors, the use of outside seed beds 
to carry plants for main-season crops 
•while early crops are occupying the 
garden space, and the planting of late 
or succession crops as soon as earlier 
plants have been removed. 


In order that gardening may be car- 


ried on successfully in such an in- 
tensive way it is especially important 
that soil of good texture be available, 
and that it be well supplied with 
humus and plant food. It is essential 
a'ss°. as in all gardening, that suffi- 
cient moisture be present, that the 
garden be kept free of weeds, and 
that the Soil be cultivated' frequently 
and well. 


After the soil has been got Into 


good mechanical condition, it usually 
is desirable to apply some form of fer- 
tilizer. Barnyard or stable manure, 
which furnishes both plant food and 
humus, undoubtedly is the best, and 
applications of from 20 to 30 tons to 
the acre are satisfactory. 
This is 


roughly equivalent to from 400 to 600 
pounds, or several wheelbarrow loads, 
for each plot 20 by 30 feet 
The 


manure should be distributed evenly 
over I he surface, and later worked in 
with a hoc and rake. 


Frequently it is advisable also to 


apply commercial fertilizer. An appli- 
cation of 1.000 to 1.500 pounds to the 
acre or 10 to 15 pounds per plot 20. 
feet square, usually is sufficient. 
In 


order to supply potash, if this Is 
needed, unleashed wood ashes may be 
distributed over the garden at the rate 
of 1.000 pounds to the acre, or 10 
pounds to each plot 20 feet square. 
Wet or leached ashes have less fer- 
tilizer value. Double the quantity of 
these should be used. 
In order to 


start tho plants in the spring, appli- 
rations of 100 pounds to the acre of 
nitrate of soda, or 1 pound to each 20- 
foot square, may bo used. By far the 
best way to use nitrate of soda In tho 
urnar. garden, however, is to dissolve a 
'.caspoonful of the chemical in a gal- 
lon of water and use the solution for 
watering younp plants. It Is Impor- 
tant to remember that no form of 
commercial fertilizer will yield good 
results unless tho soil Is well supplied 
with humus. 


Those who use street sweepings to 


fertilize gardens should avoid manure 
that contains oil or tar. 
Either of 


these substances Is harmful to plants. 
Sweepings from tarred pavements or 
oiled roads are likely to contain them. 
OH droppings from motor cars often 
mix with such waste, also. If sweep- 
Ings are collected with some care and 
before rain or" watar from street

sprinklers have reached them and 
washed out the elements Qf fertilizing 
value, they can be used advantage- 
ously. 
In connection with the spread of 


the city gardening movement, now 
popular throughout the country, 'a 
warning in regard to oil and tar dam- 
age should be given. An instance is 
cited of damage done to a garden near 
Silver Spring, Maryland, on which un- 
•sorted street sweepings from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were used. 
This 


garden, according to reports, . was 
ruined by the tar products in the fer- 
tilizer and it was necessary to remove 
the top soil and resurface the entire 
plot with new soil. It is suggested by 
this official that with some attention to ( 
detail it might bo possible to collect 
sweepings from streets that are not 
tarred, and perhaps from other public 
places. 


After the seeds have sprouted or 


after the plants have been set in their 
permanent location, continued culti- 
vation becomes necessary- 


The gardener should never permit 


the surface of tho soil to become Baked 
or even to form an appreciable crust. 
Constant stirring with hand tools or 
a wheel cultivator should be practiced 
between the rows and about the plants. 
Such a stirring permits the air to 
penetrate the soil, xvhere it facilitates 
chemical action and bacterial activity, 
destroys weeds which otherwise would 
utilize large amounts of plant food, 
and, 
finally, conserves the moisture 


supply. The rake is perhaps the gar- 
dener's most valuable tool in culti- 
vating. 
This can, be passed back- 


ward and forward over tho ground 
until it is in an open, mellow condi- 
tion. Where vegetables grow closely 
in the rows- it often will be necessary 
to supplement the cultivation by hand 
weeding. Small implements are made 
for this purpose, and may be pur- 
chased cheaply. It is well also in 
some cases to pull up weeds by hand, 
especially whore they grow closely 
about the stalks of the garden plants. 


soon as the excess moisture from a 
rain has soaked In or partially evap- 
orated. Unless the ground is stirred 
at this time a crust will form almost 
inevitably. 
Such a crust, besides re- 


stricting the plants, prevents the ac- 
cess of air, and also facilitates the loss 
of moisture through evaporation.' 


When, during prolonged dry spells, 


the plants give evidence of suffering 
because of the lack of moisture, water 
must. If possible, be supplied artifi- 
cially. Where a supply of piped water 
is at hand, perhaps the most usual 
method of irrigation is by sprinkling 
with a hose. If sprinkling Is prac- 
ticed it should be done late In the 
afternoon. 
It Is not sufficient merely 


f> dampen the surface; a thorough 
wetting should be given. A more sat- 
isfactory and more economical method 
of irrigation, however, is to open smai: 
furrows between the rows of growing 
plant and to supply water in these 
ditches from a hose or pipe. Several 
hours after the water has soaked in 
the dry earth should be drawn back 
into place. 


Selecting the Dairy 


Cow By Type 


The essential functions of the dairy 


cow are milk production and repro- 
duction. The most accurate methods 
of determining these are: 
(1) Milk 


production by means of the mirk 
scales and the Babcock test: (2) re- 
production by breeding records. 


There is only a small proportion of 


the cows used for dairy purposes on 
which such records are kept. 
This 


necessitates the employment of some 
other method of selection. 
In the 


breeding of high producing animals, 
through several generations, it has 
been observed that there are certain 
characteristics of the conformation 
which are correlated with large pro- 
duction, 
namely: 


These characteristics are, 
(1) Extreme angular form,

Until record 
arc kept of more animals or som 
other means devised for selection, th 
selection by type should be used an 
it is up to everyone interested In dairy 
cattle to become familiar with It 


The name millet Is applied to a 
umber of cultivated annual grasses, 
ome of which are used largely as 
orage crops and others as cereals; 
most of them, however, are used either 
or forage or for grain, according to 
he needs of the growers.

United States all except the broom- 
orn millet are used almost exclusively 
or forage purposes, but in Africa, In- 
ia, China.

soil*. It prevents cohesion of the soil 
grains into solid clods. It prevents 
land from becoming sticky.

Just as the gardener should be care-1 ing under a. good sod of clover or some 


legume as often am the rotation calls 
ful In early spring not to dig the 
ground when the soil is too moist, so 
ho Khould bo careful later in the sett- 
son not to cultivate too soon after 
rains. 
Tho stirring of very muddy 


soil "puddles" It Into a compact, ce- 
mont-like mass In which the plant 
food Is securely lockod. The garden 
will require attention, however, as 


for, the purpose of increasing humus. 
Stable manure, in which Is mixed the 
straw and com stalks, answers the 
same purpose. By all means put back 
Into tho soil as much humus as the 
fields have grown or you will come 
face to face with lessened fertility 
and difficult farming.

Patent Office, and in 1888 millet had 
become a rather important crop in 
the central states, where it was found 
better adapted than along the Atlantic 
coast. By 1899 over 74 per cent o) 
the total acreage of millet was found 
In the north-central states. 
Kansas, 


with 349.906 acres, led all the states, 
and produced an average of 1.9 tons 
of millet hay per acre, against an 
average of 1.6 tons per acre for the 
•whole United States. 
According to 


the thirteenth census. Kansas was still 
first in millet production, the leading 
states ranking in the following order 
Kansas, Missouri. Texas, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, Tennessee, and Okla- 
homa. 


To succeed well, millet must have 


warm weather during the growing sea. 
son. It docs not grow well at high 
altitudes or In other localities where 
cool weather prevails during the sum 
mer months. 
Notwithstanding t hi; 


preference for warm weather, millet 
Is grown successfully In our most nor- 
thern states, especially those In the 
Great Plains region, because In those 
states the summers, though short, are 
hot 
Millet, as it matures quickly, 


can be planted and harvested during 
them summer months. The long days 
prevailing in this latitude provide 
plenty of sunshine, and thus a less 
period of time is required for maturing 
the crop. Tho longer seasoned varie- 
ties, like German and Turkestan, can 
bo grown successfully oily In tho cen- 
tral or southern states. 


Millet does bort In localities which 


have a fairly abundant rainfall. Many 
writers have referred to the millets as 


Millet is grown chiefly as * 


crop and Is not important as a con- 
stituent in "a regular cropping system. 
Most farmers use it to overcome aa 
expected shortage In their hay supply 
or to occupy a fleld which would other- 
wise be idle on account of the failure 
of a regular crop or because eUmatfc 
conditions have prevented the seeding 
of such a crop. Millet Is admirably 
suited to such use because of Its short 
season of growth and the ease and 
certainty of obtaining a stand. Th* 
plant is also adapted to a wide rang* 
both of soils and of climates. Lsrg* 
yl«ldz are not obtained either on poor 
soils or In dry climates, but millet ha* 
been found to make a heavier yield 
under such conditions than most other 
hay crops. The strongest competitor 
of millet which has yet been found It 
Sudan grass, which promisee to r«- 
placo millet in many localities as » 
catch crop, so that a further decrease 
in the acreage of mlHet is to he ex- 
pected. The quality of Sudan grass 
hay is superior to that of millet, and 
its yields under comparable condi- 
tions are nearly always larger, but th* 
growing season Is a trifle longer than 
that required by either Common Of 
Hungarian millet. 


Foxtail millet Is used to some ex- 


tent as a soiling crop, but It Is not M 
ivcll suited for this purpose as th* 
sorghums and seme of the small 
grains. Peart millet Is better for UM 
as a green feed than the foxtail mil- 
lets. because of Its larger yield and It* 
ability to make a second growth after 
being cut down: and both pearl millet 
and barnyard millet are better *Ua«* 
crops than foxtail millet, because of 
their larger yields and greater succu- 
lence. 


Foxtail millet has never been uti- 


lized to any great extent as a grain 
crop in the United States. In China 
and certain other parts of Asia, a* 
was stated In th* introduction, it M 
used more or less as human food. B* 
long as wheat can be produced In th* 
United States as abundantly an« 
cheaply as at present little millet will 
be grown for human food. 


Use More Horses 


—Save Men 


Labor Is tho limiting factor In crop 


production this year. Horses are rela- 
tively plentiful In comparison. O. R. 
Johnson of the Department of Farm 
Management of tho Missouri College 
of Agriculture, suggests that farmers 
lay aside one-man and two-horse tools 
and «so those that require more 
horses so that more work per man can 
be done. One man with throe horses 
to a slxtcen-lnch breaking plow will 
turn over three acres or less in a day. 


PLANT BETWEEN THE POTATO ROWS 


While some farmers do not approve 


of growing two crops on the soil 
in one season, wo have practiced doing 
It with the most satisfactory results. 


Those who claim that double crops 


are too much of a drain on the land 
should remember how every field 
grows up in w.ocds just as soon as tho 
first crop of the season is removed or 
stops growing. 


planting tho eeed as soon afterward 
as possible, in order that they may 
have tho benefit of the surface moist- 
ure before it evaporates and also to 
give the plants the start of any weeds 
that may spring up Immediately after 
tho last cultivation. 


Almost any garden or fleld plant will 


make a fair crop in the potato patch 
after it is laid by. Sweet corn, nlnety- 


Kohl-Rabi 


Kohl-rabl belongs to the same class 


as cabbage and cauliflower, but pre- 
sents a marked variation from either. 
It Is. perhaps, hay-way between the 
cabbage and turnip, In that its edible 


The same man with a gang plow con- 
sisting of two twelve-inch bottoms will 
average -1^ acres a day and will use 
one more horse. This means that by 
increasing the horse stock one-third, 
ene man can increase his efficiency in 
breaking ground nearly 75 per cent. 


Investigations have actually shown 


that a man on a riding implement will 
do more work in a day than the same 
man and the same team with Imple- 
ments that require him to walk. The 
use of bigger tools and thorough prep- 
aration of seed beds will also cut 
down the time required for cultivation 
of the corn crop. Cultivation is the 
operation which limits the amount of 
corn one man can grow. If a good 
seed bed Is prepared, some time can 
be saved in cultivating the crop, and 
consequently more acres can be grown.

between the potato rows. Cane, kaffir 
corn and millet will make nice crops 
in the patch after the potatoes are 
laid by and these may either be mowed 
or stacked for winter roughage or 
utilized as lato fall pasturage for 
small stock that would not trample 
the ground down too much. 


Rape and turnips are also favorite 


c'ops to be sown in the summer and 
t'.i'y will make excellent pasturage for 
the lambs and shoats that are rung 
so they will not root up the potatoes. 


Of course It is impossible to har- 


row in any of the above-named seeds, 
at. that would tear up the vines so we 
aim to do the last cultivating just 
before a rain, letting the rain drops 
beat the seed into the soli. 


Where this is not to be done we 


sow the seeds while the dirt is still 
damp after the last plowing.—M. C., 


patch and why should we not sow or 
plant it to something profitable rather 
than allow the worthless, unsightly 
troublesome weeds to seed the patch 
to weed pests for another season? 


If one sees that the soil Is falling in 


fertility the cost of applying a light 
dressing of rich barnyard manure will 
still leave a handsome margin of profit 
from tho value o£ the second crops 
secured. 


Perhaps the most profitable manner 


in which the potato patch can be 
handled is to dig the potatoes just as I 
soon as they are suitable for market- 
Ing. 


At this season they are Invariably 


high-priced and tho land may'then be 
put to whatever use it is desired with- 
out damaging the potatoes by culti- 
vation and hoeing. • Then, too, one 
can stir the ground more thoroughly 
than if the planting were done be- 
tween the rows of growing potatoes. 


Where we die the potatoes early we 


stir the ground thoroughly, then har- 
row it before planting it to anything 
else, but if the growing vines are left 
in the patch we give them a good deep

In attempting to keep hoss free 


from disease and vermin it is harti 
under ordinary circumstances to over- 
Jo the matter of taking precaution. 


Fresh clean water is kept before 


the chicks constantly, and is kept 
clean by using a tin can from which 
the top has been melted with an open- 
Ing made in the open end three- 
fourths inch long (high) and one-half 
inch wide. The can is filled and in- 
verted in a common earthen flower- 
pot saucer 
(open end downward), 


making an automatic fountain which 
is raised one and one-half inches from 
the floor of the brooder or coop.

Characteristic Growth of Kohl-Rabl. 


part consists of the swollen stem of 
the plant The vegetable looks like a 
leafy turnip above ground. If used 
when small (2 to 3 inches In diame- 
ter) and not allowed to become tough 
and hard, it is of superior quality. 
It should be more generally grown 
The culture is very simple. For an 
early crop, plant and cultivate as for 
early cabbage. For a late crop, or for 
all seasons in the South, the seed may 
be sown in drills where the crop is 
to be grown and thinned to about 
eight inches apart in the row. The 
rows should be from 18 to 36 inches 
apart according to the kind of culti- 
vation 
employed. 
It 
matures as 


quickly as turnips. One ounce of seed 
will be necessary to seed one hundred 
feet of drill. 


The eora fleld should be harrowed 


•oon after it Is planted. Some of the 
best growers prefer to use a weeder 
the first time over but this Is largely 
a matter of choice for either will dq 
good work. 


A light spike tooth harrow with the 


teeth set well aslant will kill many 
of the young weeds that have just 
started and break tho crust so that a 
more uniform stand is assured and the 
cultivators may bo started a few days 
earlier than when the field Is left until 
large enough to go over with the cul- 
tivator the first time. 


Cultivate deep the first two times 


over the field and then cultivate shal- 
low, substituting the large shovels the 
second time over and using the spring 
tooth cultivator for subsequent culti- 
vation. 


It is worse than folly to tear and 


cut the roots of the plants after they 
have formed a vigorous root system, 


for It cannot help but result In more 
or less Injury. 
Start the cultivators as soon as pos- 


sible after every rain and keep a loose 
dust mulch on the soil at all times to 
prevent the moisture from evaporat- 
ing.The cultivators should be kept go- 
Ing until the corn Is tassellng. espec- 
ially if tho neason is a dry one. Many i 
a fine corn field has had tho crop' 
ruined by stopping cultivation at a 
time when the com appeared to be 
too'large to cultivate. 


With a good riding two-row culti- 


vator a man can accomplish as much 
in a day as two men with a single- 
row machine and with but little more 
exertion. On rough and stony lands 
the single row machine is best. 


Tho style of shovels must be de- 


termined largely by the kind of soil 
and period of growth. First use nar- 
row shovels, then wide ones, and com- 
plete the work with the spring-tooth 
cultivator and run very shallow.

Hundreds of 
different kinds of scale Insects exist 
Some are large and active throughout 
their entire lives. The meaty-bugs of 
the greenhouse are typical examples. 
Others are small and sedentary, be- 
coming immovable soon after they be- 
gin feeding. The San Jose-arid citrus 
scales are well-known species of this 
type. The ravages of such pests are 
so expensive .that farmers of th* 
United States arc annually paying 
thousands of dollars either directly or 
indirectly to scale insects alon*.
